Medical Training 
In Industry Is 
Object Of Course . 

Dr. Baruch Silverman will speak 
on the "Development of the Indlvl 
dual and His Ability to Meet Situa, 
lions" in Moyse Hall between 8:00 
and 10:00 p.m. tonight. This lecture 
is one of the many In a series of 
lectures under the general heading 
of "Human Behavior and. Us Rela 
Hon to Industry." This series was 
organized under the direction of Dr, 
Hugh Graham Ross and Dr. D 
Ewcn Cameron, Professor of Psy 
chlatry at McGill, with the view 
of giving Information to doctors 
and nurses who work in Industry 
along with managers and nurses 
now in training. Three prominent 
psychiatrists from the States will 
lecture later In the series. 

Dr. B. Silverman is the Director 
of the Mental Hygiene Institute 
located on Pinè Street near the 
University and a lecturer in psy- 
chiatry at McGill. His lecture on 
the '.'Development of the Individual 
and his Ability to Meet Situations' 
Is one of the five which come under 
the general heading of "Behavior 
of Normal Individuals." 

Dr. Ross and Dr. Cameron started 
this series last Wednesday by giv- 
ing a brief outline of the role player 
by medicine in Industry. This 
course continues until March 29. 

Members of the McGill School ot 
Graduate Nurses and Nurses in 
training at the large hospitals 
around Montreal arc included in 
the object of the course. 

In the later lectures three mem 
bers of the Medical profession from 
the United States will give lectures 
in the course. These three persons 
are internationally known psy 
chiatrlsts. The first is Dr. Lydia 
Giberson of New York, who is at 
tached to the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company of America and 
the' Department of Labour of the 
American Government. At one time 
Dr. Giberson attended McGill Uni 
vcrslty. The remaining are Mr. 
Harold G. Webster of Detroit and 
Dr. Frank F. Tallman of Lansing, 
Michigan.

♦Sir William Mulock 
Pays Unique Tribute 
To Norwegian People 



Sir William Mulock, Chancel- 
lor of Toronto University, to- 
day celebrates < his 100th birth- 
day. His latest duty was the 
conferring of the LL.D. degree 
on Prince Olaf yesterday, not 
only as an honor to the Prince, 
but also as a tribute to the her- 
oic stand of the Norwegian 
people under Nazi ' tyranny. - 

One of the first class to 
graduate out of old King's Col- 
lege, now t University 'C.oUqge, 
after it moved into its then 
new site "in the woods to the 
west" across the river Taddle 
from the Parliament Buildings, 
Sir William was a gold medal- 
list in languages In 1863—80 
years ago. Eighty years ago 
too he wore the uniform .of the 



Queen's Own Rifles when, as a' 
young graduate studying law, 
he enlisted against the Fenians. 

Over 60 years ago he entered 
Canadian politics as Liberal 
representative for North Xork 
riding. Best known in those 
active years in politics as the 
Postmaster-General, he Is now 
the only surviving member of 
Sir Wilfred Laurier's Cabinet 
On his retirement from the Do- 
minion Government in ,1805 he 
was appointed to the Ontario 
Superior Court; later he be- 
came Chief Justice of Ontario, 
which he remained until in 
1938 he retired at the good age 
of 82 years.

E. Hoff. Professor of Physiology at 
McGill Medical School, tomorrow 
afternoon in the Union Ballroom, 
when the Pre-Medical Society will 
hold its first meeting of the second 
term. The meeting is scheduled for 
5 o'clock and members and guests 
arc advised to come early, a mem- 
ber of the executive said. 

Dr. Hoff was born in Seattle in 
1907, and took his B.Sc. at the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1928. In 
1930 he took his B.A. with first class 
honours in Physiology at Oxford, 
two years later submitting for his 
P.H.D. the theses on "Rythmic dis- 
charge of motor neurons." From 
1930-36 he was senior demonstrator 
at Magdelcn College at the seme 
university. He is also a Canadian 
Rhodes Scholar. 

He also taught physiology and 
gross anatorty at the Hotel Dieu 
and at the University, of Washing- 
ton. From 1934-36 he was the John 
Ware Fellow at Harvard- Medical 
School. He was instructor, and later 
associate professor of physiology in 
York Medical school until 1939, 
when he became associate professor 
of physiology at McGill Medical 
School. 

Also at the meeting pins will be 
available to those members who 
have paid for them and those de- 
sirous of obtaining them.

*> The meeting was called to con- 
sider the request made by third- 
and fourth-year Science students 
to have the current syllabus of 
training reduced, or replaced by 
some form of advanced training 
more closely related to their aca- 
demic work. 

Course Outlined 
It was decided that a common- 
to-arms advanced course should be 
adopted, to take roughly two-thirds 
of the remaining training period 
for this academic year, that is, 
twenty periods. This program Is 
also to Include Arts studonls. It 
calls for four periods of artillery 
Instruction, three on field engineer- 
ing, one on the employment of sig- 
nals, four to be spent in visiting 
the Ordnance Training Centre 
workshops, and eight to be devoted 
to tactics and administration. In- 
structors are to be supplied by the 
M.D. headquarters for all subjects, 
while some unit instructors are to 
be employed in tactics and admin- 
istration. Moving picture films are 
to be used as much as possible to 
illustrate lectures. 

Under the main heading of tac- 
tics and administration, four sub- 
jects were suggested: the use of 
armor, one period; the «vacuation 
of wounded, one period; supply! one 
period; and tactics, five periods. 

Two other plans were considered 
at the meeting. One was to reduce 
the amount of training for third- 
and fourth-year Science students to 
one hour per week, provided that

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Attitude 

Because most of us can get along with- 
out stopping to think of attitude in the 
trivialities of life, we have allowed it to 
become almost a sub-conscious part of our- 
selves, an accomplished thing, closed to 
criticism. Therefore we make decisions 
automatically, not considering why we de- 
cide for one thing and against another. 

In peace time, this evil, was not appar- 
ent, because the problems of a university 
student in a world at peace were not the 

• vital and far-reaching problems which face 
us now. Today the world looks forward to 
a better future, but today the world is not 
content to sit back and let a few men de- 
cide its fate. The average individual is no 
more content to be a minute cog in an 
automatically spinning wheel of interna- 
tional fortune than the French peasants of 
1789 were content to remain loyal and 
starving subjects of a "divine-right" king. 

The physical side of the question is less 
obvious today; the problem now is rather 
one of mental "attitude." The word recurs 
of necessity. Because so many people are 
ready to envision a post-war world in so 
many widely divergent terms, others find 
themselves forced to choose, to take Bides 
in the controversy. Democracy, socialism, 
communism? Towards which will we turn 
when the physical conflict has ceased to 
occupy our thoughts? 

If the university student is wise, he 
keeps an open mind to all these theories, 
and reserves his decision until he is quite 
' sure of his reasons in making his choice. 

College students as students of politi- 
cal and economic theory and practice, ap- 
proaching their studies with unbiased 
minds, are the hope of the post-war world. 
College students as rabid politicians, par- 
tisans, blinding themselves to anything in 
the particular "ideal" which may be con- 
trary to their own sense of fair-minded- 
ness, seeing only the evils of other systems, 
can only add to the all too prevalent con- 
fusion. 

There is one danger in the theory of 
open-mindedness, to which many of us who 
get as far as being open-minded too often 

- fall prey. This is that state of disillusion- 
ment, of complete negativism ' which 

: manifests itself so distressingly . among 

- some of the most intelligent and intel- 
lectual students. Poetry, always indicative 
of the current trend of thought,' is dis- 
couraging. In this year's Daily, the best 
poems printed (artistically speaking), 
have been poems of cynicism, of frustra- 

: tion; others of literary value have been 
; rejected on the ground of this same objec- 
tion, that is, they embodied disillusion. 
This lack of attitude is even more un- 
: healthy than a rashly adopted or pre- 
judiced attitude. If we are to avoid be- 
coming either unreasoning devotees of 
some political theory, of inert cynics, the 
solution lies in healthy, normal living. Too 
much introspection can be as dangerous as 
too -little. There should be time in our 
lives, even during war, for employment of 
the little things. 

Responsibility devolves upon each and 
every one of us, but let us look to the past 
and remember that the same students who 
fought for liberty in the old Germany had 
time to sing "Gaudeamus igitur, iuvenes 

• dura surnui," and to act upon their own 
suggestion.

The McGill senior basketballers relaxed for just one minute 
of the second half last night, but this was time enough for the 
veteran Oilers to rack up three baskets and go into the lead that 
remained secure for the remainder of the game. The Oilers won 
by a score of 36-26, but this is not truly indicative of the closely- 
fought game. • 

The game was featured by the individual scoring duel 
between starry Leo Rosentzveig* 
of the Redmen, and little 
"Dicky" Ditkofsky of the Oil- 
ers. These two players both 
sparkled throughout the game, 
and brilliant raarkmanship en- 
abled each of them to garner 15 
points. Mannie Shacter, Mickey 
Beland and Jerry Leonards, all 
played stellar games for the 
Redmen, while for the Oil- 
ers, Melville, Blackburn and 
Knowles also starred. 

The game started off at a fast 
.clip, with Shacter netting a basket 
for the Redmen in the first minute 
of play. The play see-sawed back 
and forth for the remainder of the 
period, with first one team in the 
lead and then the other. The Red- 
men had an edge in territorial play 
in the first half, but the Oilers' sup- 
erior shooting kept them abreast 
of the hard-fighting Red and White. 
The score at the end of tho first 
twenty minutes was 12-12, and it 
appeared as if the McGill boys had 
the undefeated Oilers under con- 
trol. # 

At the start of the second period, 
however, the Oilers pulled a few 
fast plays that caught the McGill 
team flat-footed. Before the Red- 
men could catch their breath they 
were on the short end of an 18-12 
score. The Red and White tighten- 
ed up considerably, however, but 
despite this the Oilers managed to 
lengthen their lead to nine points 
by the five minute mark. The next 
fifteen minutes saw some high-scor- 
ing, with the Hodmen approaching 
to within five points of the Oilers 
at one point. They never managed 
to catch up to the winners, how- 
ever, and the game ended with 
Coach Van Wagner's team on the 
losing end of a 38-26 score. 

In the second game Sir George
